ORTH of the Arctic circle, north of the lands w here any tree 
w ill grow', live a race of furry-trousered little m en— and, for 
the m atter of that, women; 
for there the ladies wear the 
breeches in mon* sense than one. 
The Eskim o averages som e­ 
thing under a feet 5 inches in height, has a m erry little flat 
face, with high, prom inent cheekbones, and eyes slightly up­ 
turned at the outer corners, betraying h is Mongolian origin. 
H e rarely grow s any hair on his face, but m akes up for it by a plentiful 
mop of dark Ida* k hair on his head. 
The ladies— espec ially the young ones— 
do theirs in a most elaborate and w r y stiff topknot. 
As to com plexion, it 
is so very rarely that one* really sees an E sk im o’s com plexion that it is hard 
to define. 
As a m atter of fact, his real coloring is about that of an ordiinary 
gypsy; hut he Is usually disguised under a thick coating of smoke* from 
bluhhcr-oil lamps, combined with the accum ulation of years of happy un- 
washodness. 
Now that the w*ay has been blazed, It will be an easy m atter to penetrate 
the frozen North. 
The hitherto locked door to the land of perpe tual ice and 
snow has bern opened. 
The world greets the announcem ent with ac c laim. 
N ew space has bren added to the* world’s mapped areas. 
Civilization will 
marc h on. 
All nations join in lejoicing 
all except one*, the most vitally in­ 
terested 
The Eskimo, n ative of th** land of snow and ice. doc s not w elcom e 
the w hite loan’s com ing. 
Reside his igloo he* sits and listens to the tribal 
rumors of the* com ing * vents 
He hears the weird, garbled tale of how a 
“civilized man,” a "kahhena,” nas reached the North Pole, 
ll** h e a r s that 
other white men will come after him. 
Arid he sits and grieves for his 
peep!*; for the advance of the w h ite man m eans to him only w hat it has 
meant to all the prim itive people who thus have been “discovered**—e x ­ 
term ination. 
C iv iliz a tio n o f “ S o u th ’’ N ot W a n ted . 
“Civilization of your kind we do not w'ant,” says the* Eskim o to the ex­ 
plorer or m issionary, 
“It is good, perhaps, for you and for your countries. 
It is not good here in the* North. 
We cannot live und* r It. 
A s w*> live* now 
so must we* live if we are to exist. 
It is our life; and lib* is good here 
am ong these ic.* c l i f f s , w hen it is lived in our own way. 
We are conte nt, 
So have our forfeathers lived from tim e im m em orial. 
And sec w ill w e live 
as long as we* rem ain on earth. 
Force us to live as you live, m ake us accept 
your civilization, and we perish 
W e have seen it. 
We know w hat it does 
to us. 
It kills the Eskimo. 
Leave us to our ways, leave us to our country, 
or the Eskim o will be wiped off the face of the earth.” 
Such is tin* Eski­ 
m o’s reception of the great news. 
It is som ething Uke a shock to our self- 
satisfaction and opinion that our civilization is be st for all people, w hether 
th ey like it or not. 
The* E skim os arc* essentially a coast race, and it is r a r e to find a colony 
of the rn ev* a us m uch as six ty m iles from the shore 
For they have one 
great and continual problem to face— the question of food. 
T heir bare ex­ 
ist* nee depends on keeping the* storehouse filled by trapping and hunting and 
fishing. 
Tor when the long six m on ths’ Arc tic night sw eeps down and bliz­ 
zards which no man can face and remain alive rage* for days— even w eeks — 
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at a tim e, if the tribal larder is empty, the next sum m er's sun will shine on 
huts and igloos tenanted only by a lew shriveled, skeleton-like forms. 
It is 
a case of root, hog, or die. 
His house -o r Igloo, as he calls i t —costs him nothing but a little trouble. 
First, he scoops out a big c ircle in the snow, eighteen or tw enty feet across 
and tw o or three feet deep; round this he builds a w ad w ith blocks of ice 
or frozen snow*, gradually sloping inward until the whole has assum ed a 
beehive shape. 
The cold freezes the blocks together as fast as they arc* 
placed in position, and any cracks or crevices are plastered with snow and 
herm etically sealed. 
He leaves a sm all opening In his beehive just large 
enough to crawl through, and builds on to this a long tunnel-llke passage, 
and at the end he* m akes a s h a r p righ t-angle turn. 
T h is Is th e front door. 
Inside the igloo he builds raised sleeping benches, or seats of honor- - 
hanks of snow a couple of feet high, covered w ith skins, the* richness and 
quantity of which depend on his social standing. 
For light he has sm all 
troughs full of blubber or seal oil w ith a flouting wick. and the* result is a 
good deal m ore com fortable than It m ay sound. 
But when a whole fam ily 
and possibly a few of the neight>ors 
have been having a prolonged feast 
inside, and th** tunnel of the front door Is packed with snarling, fish devour­ 
ing “h u sk ie” dogs, a European v isitor m ight think that a dash, of eau de- 
cologne would Improve the atm osphere, 
Mr. and Mrs. Eskim o and M aster and Miss E skim o w ear their c l o t h e s 
very much as they wear their skins, and change them about as often, The se 
clothes con sist m ostly of soft underskins, wrorn w ith the* fur inside. 
Then 
breee*chp8 and tunic of heavier, coarser skins, worn fur outerm ost, and skin 
boots and m occasins 
Their furs are beaut wally cured and dressed; 
the 
sew ing Is done with fishbone needles and strong, tine sin ew s for thread; ane! 
som e of the em broidery wrork—especially on the young ladles’ tunics— Is e x ­ 
tremely clever. 


The E skim o Is, above all things, a hunter, on both land and sea. 
l f he 
is going to hunt in his kayak, or sm all skin b o lt, he craw ls out of hts front 
doe r with his weapons, calls up the leader of his dog team, and gives him a 
sound thrashing as a prelim inary. 
T h is Is not done out of cruelty, 
It is 
m erely as a gentle rem inder to the leader that he is in charge of tin* rest of 
the team, Mrs. E skim o and the fatally In general until the m om ent of his 
lord and m aster’s return. 


T he E s k im o ’s D a r in g on W ater, 


To see an E skim o in his kayak in a heavy sea is to see an exhibition of 
'ho most |K*rfet t daring and w aterm anship conceivable 
Th** kayak is m erely 
a frail framework em* red with skins, in shape not unlike an elongated Bob 
Boy canoe. 
There is one sm all opening in the middle, just big enough tor 
him to sit Iii and pa id!**, and a skin apron, which h** etui ti*- around h im ­ 
self. 
In this croft In* w ill face a sea that a whaleboat couldn’t look if. and 
to turn com pletely over and rom e up again sm ilin g and buoyant is quite a 
common trick with him. 
W hen he is after seal or sea lion in his boat lo* 
w atches his chance and then throws h is harpoon, which has a long raw*hide 
lint* and a bladder attached. 
The bladder acts as a drag on the ani ma I’m 
m ovem ents, and also acts as a gu ide for tin* hunter, enabling him to follow 
the wounded seal ami dispatch it w ith his lance when It Is tired. 
Some E skim os have a very' cu n nin g w'ay of harnessing their dogs. 
Each 
one of a team of seven, say, is harnessed to a separate trace, and all the 
traces are of different lengths, the leader’s being the longest. 
He starts off, 
and the others, seeing him apparently running aw ay, at once give ch ase to 
try to nip a bit out o f birn—-each dog tu g g in g at his trace to try and get 
a chew out of the next ahead; th** only result, of course, being that they 
put in a fine am ount of work on th** sledge, and the cunning Eskimo goes 
on his w ay rejoicing. 
T he leader of the pack has to fight the other dogs, 
to lick them into order; to hearten up the malinger* r on th** trail with 
tooth and claw; to choose the path over dangerous ice; and to safeguard the 
house in h is m aster’s absence. 
Instances are by no m eans rare of a team 
leader, grown old in harness, dying of a broken heart after being dented his 
place in the traces. 
The life ^of an Eskim o hunter is hard and bitter, but It m akes of bim the 
grim, tough, indom itable little man who has helped to carry m any w hite e x ­ 
peditions successfully toward the pole, and to whom many a starving, frozen 
crew from an ice-nipped w haler ow e a debt of gratitude.

through the Catalonian provinces, was in th** nature of a protest against 
tin* sm ilin g of Spanish troops against th** Moors on Hie Riff coast, and for a 
tim e assum ed alarm ing proportions.
